Tragedy in Interne’s Room. 

The shooting occurred in the quar-. 
ters. occupied jointly by Jindra and 
four other internes on the seventh 
‘floor of the west wing of the hospital. 

At 1140 p. m. Walter W. Franklin, 
fire guard in the hospital, while mak- 
ing his rounds, heard shots fired. 
He rushed. to the internes’ quarters, 
where he found Jindra lying on the 
floor. Miss Plotka was standing over 
him. .As he entered she tossed aside a 
pearl handled revolver she held in her 
hand, and coolly remarked: 

“He's all right. G and ese some- 
beay” :

The shots had been heard elsewhere 
in the hospital and the room was soon 
filled with internes and nurses. The 
first thing done was to examine Jindra. 
Three bullet wounds were found in his 
body, one above the heart, and the 
others in the abdomen. He wae car- 
ried’ to the operating table where he 
regained consciousness sufficiently to

Miss Plotka then went into more de- 
tails. She said she had known Jindra 
for years; that their families were 
friends. Three years ago, she said, 
she had begun going with Jindra. She 
said he had betrayed her, beguiling 
her with promises of marriage, tre- 
quently repeated. She said she had 
gone to the hospital last night to de- 
mand these promises be kept. She 
also declared she had made charges 
against Jindra to the state’s attorney 
and the state board of health. These, 
she said, were being investigated. 

This second story met with a denial 
from Jindra’s father, a wealthy retired 

dry goods merchant, who visited the 
aif on He said he never knew or 
heard of Miss Plotka. 

Works as Dress Designer. 
Miss Plotka is 25 years old, the same 
age as Jindra. She is employed as. 
chief dress designer for Mitchell & 
Co. of 325 West Adams street, and is 
of prepdssessing appearance. 

Michael Zimmer, warden of the hoe 
pital, explained that her presence in 
the interne’s room was not unusual, 
as many of the internes are married 
and their quarters are om: to the 
public. 

“Privacy is impossible in the in- 
ternes’ quarters,” he ‘said, and there 
is no possibility of che girl's story of 
the attack being true. Jindra was a 
fine young man and I believe his death- 
bed statement. When Franklin en- 
tered the room he said Dr. Jind@ra had 
on his overcoat. The woman was also 
fully dressed. Franklin heard no 
struggie, but clearly heard the shots. 
Something was spilled on Miss Plotka’'s 
waist, which she said was a drug that 
Dr. Jindra had tried to force down 
her throat.

canned milk was a staple commodity. 
The next census will show the state as 
a shipper of butter ahd meat. hogs and 
cattle. 

Dipping was done to kill ticks and the 
reason for killing ticks was that ticks 
spread tick fever. On account of tick 
fever it was difficult to raise stock with 
profit and still more difficult to market 
the animals, since they could only -be 
sold in interstate trade through quaran- 
tine yards. Within a few years the 
state of Mississippi was rid of ticks and 
tick fever, The federal government sup- 
plied veterinarians, the state government 
passed laws, and the people built and 
operated the dipping vats. 

If this could be done with ticks and 
fever in order to conserve the property 
of the farmers, 
should it not be done with some of the 
insects which spread human disease and 
the diseases which they spread?

Gen. Sir Nevil Macready, who has just 
been honored by King George with the 
grand eross of the Order of the Bath, on 
the occasion of the New Year, is the 
adjutant general of the British army 
and is known as a man of the most 
perfect tact. He is the son of the second 
marriage of the famous actor, William 
Charles Macready, who made a number 
of appearances on the American stage. 
His last professiona! visit to New York, 
in 1849, was marred by a riot in the 
Astor Opera house, provoked, it is said, 
by too zealous friends of his American 
fellow tragedian, Edwin Forrest, friends 
who were jealous of the English actor's 
success. The riot resulted in the death 
of seventeen persons, who were shot by 
the military called out to quell the oe 
turbance. 

Sir Nevil’s mother was Miss Cecile 
Louise Spencer. She married William 
Charles Macready in 1862 and died about 
ten years ago. Sir Nevil entered the 
army at 19 as a subaltern of the Gor- 
don Highlanders, with whom he served 
at the battle of Tel-el-Kebir, and in the 
Egyptian qumpaign of 1882. He got his 
colpnelcy during the South African war,

Seventy-five habitual criminals were 
arrested by the Chicago police force 
during the first ten days of this month, 
according to the report submitted to 
the city council yesterday by Acting 
Chief of Police John. H. Alcock, 
The department head’s report was 
made in response to a council order’ 
at the instance of the special subcom- 
mittee on crime headed by Ald. Byrne. 
The ' disclosures were starting even 
to the subcommittee’ members, who 
were prepared to expect that a large 
percentage of the arrests made by the 
police were those of men with former 
criminal records. 

Gives Criminal History. — 
Together with the names of the re- 
peaters the chief presented the crim- 
mal history of each one of the seventy- 
five as far as the police records show 
it. The data indicate that these men, 
ranging from pickpockets and burglars 
to safe plowers and murderers, have 
been walking the streets of the city 
without working at honest labor.
